Albany’s two elementary 
schools, last inspected under the 
Field Act in 1933, have been de- 
clared unsafe from earthquake 
hazards and beyond economically 
feasible repair, according to a re- 
port submitted to the Board of 
Education by the State Office of 
Architecture and Construction. 

The report notes conditions at 
Marin School as follows: ‘‘The 
auditorium-classroom building at 
the intersection of Santa Fe and 
Marin Aves, is unsafe for school 
use, 

“Rehabilitation of the auditori- 
um-classroom wing on the south- 
west side and the kindergarten 
does not appear economically 
feasible, Rehabilitation of the 
three classrooms on the east wing 
appears to be marginally feasible 
at best.” 

Cornell School did not come off 
much better in the report, which 
Stated: ‘Neither wing of this 
building complies with the pres- 
ent structural safety standards 
for public school buildngs. 

“The auditorium - classroom 
building is unsafe for school use. 
Rehabilitation does not appear 
economically feasible.” 

In a letter to Albany School 
Superintendent Kenneth Forry, 
George A, Kerekas, senior struc- 
tural engineer with the inspect- 
ing office, explained why the 
buildings were OK’d in 1933 and 
are judged ‘‘unsafe’”’ now. 

“The conclusions of this report 
differ from those under the re- 
port dated May 22, 1933,” Ker- 
ekas noted, ‘‘due to the increased 
knowledge now available in the 
field of earthquake engineering.” 

Visibly upset by the report, in 
which .one..engineer stated _.the 
condition of Marin School was 
the worst he had ever seen in a

Vacation Contest 
Scheme Cited by DA 


The Contra Costa County Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office has _ ob- 
tained a temporary restraining 
order and has filed a $75,000 civil 
suit against Vacations Ltd., a va- 
cation contest promotion opera- 
tion with offices in Walnut Creek, 
but operating in other Bay Area 
cities, including Albany. The 
DA’s office has cited them for 
using misleading advertising to 
get money from “contest” en- 
trants. 

The temporary restraining or- 
der was issued by Superior Court 
Judge Robert Cooney, former El 
Cerrito city attorney, naming 
James P. Lynch and _ Jerald 
Swart, operators of the business, 
after numerous complaints from 
Bay Area residents who claimed 
they had been mislead by the ad- 
vertising. 

The firm had advertised $9.95 
as the total cost for a three-day, 
two-night vacation at a choice of 
Lake Tahoe, Las Vegas or Reno 
resorts. But, according to Curt 
Hoffman, Contra Costa County 
deputy district attorney, contest 
winners wound up paying an ad- 
ditional $7 per night for hotel 
accomodations, and many were 
also submitted to high-pressure 
sales pitches to buy land. 

The deputy DA further com- 
mented that although the busi- 
ness advertised only three win- 
ning contestants per week, actu- 
ally “everyone who entered won.” 
In some cases, contest winners 
maintained, they were told the

Taxpayer 
Still Pays 


The State Supreme Court's de- 
cision on the constitutionality of 
California’s public school financ- 
ing system does not relieve any 
taxpayer of his obligation for 
paying his 1971-72 property taxes 
on time, in the view of the State 
Board of Equalization, 

This opinion was expressed by 
Board Member John W. Lynch, 
in response to recent question- 
ing by taxpayers as to whether 
the recent State Supreme Court 
decision, which ruled that the 
publie school financing system of 
California is unconstitutional, ex- 
cuses taxpayers from paying any 
part of their 1971-72 property 
taxes, 

The first installment of 1971-72 
property taxes will become de 
linquent Dec, 10, 1971. 

Mr. Lynch pointed out that the 
Supreme Court decision of Aug. 
30 did not involve the granting 
of an injunction against the col- 
lection of taxes, or any final or- 
der respecting any taxpayer’s ob- 
ligation to pay his property taxes, 
The Supreme Court's action was 
to send the case back to the Su- 
perior Court of Los Angeles 
County for trial. 

The lawsuit was brought by a 
group of Los Angeles County 
public school children and their 
parents, as a class action against 
county and state officials, seek- 
ing a judicial declaration that 
California’s school financing sys- 
tem is unconstitutional,
